Either capita: must 
institule measures to protect itself—to meet 
force With force -or the Cause of these disturb- 
ances must be removel. What, then, is the 
cause of these labor troubles, aud what the 
remedy? lu our limited time we can but skim 
hurriedly over this volcanic field, stoppiug only 
to note sume ef the most promincut jaudmarks. 


the question as to the probable or possible 
future of these labor troubies 

'elus now turn for a iew moments to the 
question of strikes and the lessons they texeh. 

What coes labor expect to accomplish by what 
are known as strikes? What bearing do they 
have on the questions at issue ’ 

The great strike of 1877 commenced bya few 
railway empl. yee: demauding ina rather pre- 
emptory Mapnuer, an increase of wages his 
proved to be the spark Loatifir d ihe magazine, 
andthe men who first orgmuiged the strike, 
steod back astonished aud appall d atthe re- 
sult 

I'wo facts were clearly brought out by the 
strike First that thefdisa ff cted element in this 
country is much more numerous wie spread 
and d»bgerous than was supposed, ind # coud 
ly that there exists a deep seited prejudice 
against capital. The phenomena: of the strike 
capuot be explained away by attributing them 
to that spirit of discontent which is never satis- 
fied, and is ever ready to munificst itelf on 
every possible occasion, with or without provo- 
cation. Had this movemen: «oraisted only of 
thes um of society that is always ready to boi! 
over; head it been Onlya communistic move 
ment, it would not have elicited the sy.apathy 
whicu was shown by whe betrer Class of people, 
and could not have reached snch enormous pro- 
poruous. During the firs days of the strike, 
we heard of much sympiihy with the strike s. 
This prejudice aguiust Capital began to show iis 
hand, but it wa* quickly smothered or frigh en- 
ed buck by tue alarming tura which atlairs 
took, That this same iJeeling aud prejudice 
etill exists, and that is destined ere long to 
come to the surface in some furm, Lo oue Whu 
thinks Can ioubt, ana the question of greatest 
interest to us 18 in what form is it likely to 
come? Will it be likely to come in a repetition 
of strikes and riow’ Before answering this 
question let us giapce hurricdly at what has 
aiways been consid. red the main question in 
this controversy, bamely, the profits of capital 
and ihe wages of labor. Our time will permit 
of bu' a hurried g ance at this point in passing. 
Let us take fo: ex mple the cavital investe! in 
rnuiiruads «nd the Wagee peid by railroad com 
ponies Unier our present syst in railroads 
canpot be built without an iuvestmeut of Capital, 
and it would be absurd to expec. he Capitalist 
to invest his money lu au enicrprise which gaye 
no promise of remuverative returns, All this 
capiial has been invested witli the expecta- 
tioa and under al least au implied 
promise of reasonable dividende or provfiis 
Not only this, but the instrument of capita. io 
building up these gr -atindustriai eat rprises of 
our couutry, bas been earnuestiy desired and 
sOlicited by all. Capital has come among usand 
iuvested, aud has thereby céme into possession 
ofall this property by aud hrough our own 
earnest invitation and solicitation There is, 
therefore, an implied agreemeut or understand. 
iug on the part ol ali, that the ownerof this 
property shall have the same privilege as the 
owuer of a farm ora mili to make mouey out of 
their investmentif they can. With this view of 
the Case must we net expect that wages will be 
governed by the revenue of the companies and 
by the law of suppiy and demana. Labor has 
its market vaiue the same as anythiug 
else, and when the market is over 
svocaed labor will necessarily be 
cheap? Isit reasonable to expect a railroad 
compauy LO pay more than the market price for 
it supplies, either of material or javor? If 
labor is offe:ing in the market at one dollar per 
day, upon what busipess priucipie is a railroad 
expecied to pay two dollars? If labor Is so low 
in the market that it will not eell for enough to 
procure the comioris of life, or if the market is 
giutted and«lead ; if byjreasun of depression in 
business and hard times, men CapLot exchange 
their labor for the necessaries of life, who is to 
blume ? re the railroads responsible for all 
this’ Have the Owners of this raiiroad prop- 
erty any more to do with this question than the 


Of what does labor complain, aud wh. t reforms | 
does it demaud ? 

These questions are often asked, but the | 
answers Wiuich labor has thus far made have 
been Vague and uusatisfactory, showing plainly 
that labor, or our -0 Called jabor reformers 
have no definite conception of the real trouble 
or the remedy. If we interpret rightly the 
soraewhat vague ideus tloating about this sub- 
j.ct, labor is eudeavoring to make out and pre- 
seul a Case against capital. This Case, if carried 
out to its logical deductious, would stand some 
what as follows: Labor says that which is knowuo 
as Capi.al is a Concentrated power over the pro- 
ducts of labor—a power which enabies its pos 
sessor to draw to himself the fruits of others 
toil. Hence the whoie system of capital 
avd labor, and in fact our whoie social 
system, is founded upon a (uudamental 
radical wrong, aod being founded in wrong 
it uaturall) develops nonopoly,! audjand ipjus 
tice throughout Allow Me W dwelia few lo- 
ments on this labor doctriue, as We May thereby 
ga.n a better ubvcrstanding of our subject. The 
more radical of our labor relormers come bold 
ly forward with the socialistic doctrine tnat the 
gifts o! uature, the earth and the elemeuts 
should be common property, and that each and 
every individual should be eatitied to just what 
he produces by his own labor and skiil, or to 
just What hisservices to mankind are worth 
and no more. 

Now as all values, except the gifts of nature 
are the products of labor and skill, and as capi- 
tal is non-productive,the amount which c. pita! 
draws to itself as profit oun investment or as in- 
terest, is just so much take. from iabor fo. 
which thereis and can be vo return made. 
Hence,according to this labor doctrine, al! profit 
of capital is a robbery oft labor. In otter worus 
capital being avsolutely nen productive, whats 
ever it accuuUlates must be produved by other 
than itself, and it can make mo return fur this 
accumulation from the fact that it produces 
nothing to return. Viewing the field from this 
standpoint, capital and  ilaboer (as at 
preset instituted) stand arrayed ageinst 
each other in an intestine irrepressible conflict, 
and must frum the very pature of things cou- 
Stautly War upou each other Let us for exam- 

je call und fixed capital; under the sys.em of 

andioid and tepaut, the comfort and happivess 
of the tenant and his fami .y depends upon the 
proportion of tre land’s products which be may 


tioh, which he can Compe! the tenant to surren- 
der%o him. If we follow this idea out, calling 
the Capitalist the landiord, and jabor the tenant,

Isit 
not a fact that these railroads, .ud great mouied 
corporations, simply Carry oul on & large scale 
the same business priacipies upou which every 
transaciion of life is based, irom the iexst to the 
yreatest. Is it pot plain, then, that whatever 
fault or injusiice exisis the caure of suc. fault 
or iujustice lies away down in the fundimental 
principie upon which rests this grand super- 
tiucture of busiuess and com 
merce. What, then, is the natural! 
effect of a strike? What can labor expect to 
accomplish by such means? If the nembersof 
auy profession or Calling cun effect a corner on 


' their labor and thereby force the market, they 


certainly have the same Jawiul right to do so 
tuat a speculator has to coruer and force the 
market on flour or sugar. But tis 
harcly covers what we udderstand by a strike 
In most cases of strikes, as in the great 


strike of 1877, the men not on.y reiused to work 
| at the wages offered, but they used torce aud 


iuticsidation to prevent others from (taking their 


| places, aud in fact this is the only way a strike 
Can be made 


success.u}. When there is « sur- 
»lus of lapor, as is always the case. When labor 
isiow. Thus the stiikers not oniy place them 
selves in direct defiance of the laws of supy~y 
and demani, but also in direct defia. ce of the 
laws of their country, They at ouce become 
law-vreakers, enemies of the order aud peace of 
society; and as society Cannot exist without 
law and order, the very existence of society de~ 
ponds upou the suppression of all these strikes, 
riots and insurrections. Ie the first days of the 
greatstrike we heard of much sympa by with the 
strikers, but these sympathisers soon found tha: 
the momeut the iaw was defied or set aside,inat 
moment all the lawless passions of lawless men 
were unchained ili the skuiking enemies of 
socie'y rusbed forth froin their hiding piaces to 
prey upon the defenceless and to inaugurate a 
reizu of terror. The strong ari of the law 
upou which the citizen relies for protection, Was 
for the moment paralyzed. As soou as the 
people could recover from their astonishment 
suflicientiy to compreacad the situation, they 
at ouce began to organize for self-defense, and 
not only the strike -ympathbiZers, but the strikers 
themselves, joined in the effort to re-establish 
that protecting law which they had thought- 
lessiv trampled upon. 

Notwithstanding all this the same 
disaffection, the same prejudice against 
Capital exists now, as before the strike. 
The problem of Capital and labor seems as far 
from solution to-day as ever. It is more thau 
folly to ignore the fxct that the same Causes 
which produced the great etrike still exist ; and 
that these exusee will seek every opportunity to 
develop themselves isa proposition too plain 
to xndmit of argument. 

Aie these stuikes and riots then likely to 
become more and more frequent and disastr 
ous, Until they either su ver: the governmeit 
or compel the use in this country of that ad 
juuet of despotisn, & jarge standing arm, ” 
We answer, oo! and “for this reason— 
even admitting all that the ljabor move 
ment Claims, aitill labor has nothing 
to gain and everything to lose by these riotous 
strikes. Even if we admit that our pres*nt sys 
tem of business is all wrong, and that the 
mauy are being robbed for the benefit of the 
few, still we must have well established rules, 
laws, and business principles with which to 
work. The employment of labor depends upon 
the developme:t of the couutry, and the carry~ 
ing forward of its great industries. Ali im- 
provement is the result of an application of 
skijl and labor, and all great enterprises are the 
results ofa, aggregation or concentration of 
skill aud labor, Auy means which will effec- 
tually concentrate snd direct skill and lavor, 
will of course suffice to carry forward the 
business enterprises of the Country, and 
keep alive tue bum of industry. Bat the only 
affectual means yet devised ior concentrating 
and directing labor iO the accomplishment of 
these great industrial results is .he use and em- 
p.oyment of capital aud the consequent pays 
meutof an interest or rent tothe capitalisis 
Now ifourso c.ii.d labor reformers propose 
to do aWay with our preseut form of capiia!. 
then sume other meinus must be devised to acs 
complish these industrial results which now 
owe their existence to the employment -of this 
capital. Here isa dilemma which cur labor 
reformers seem to stop short of, in the r discus~ 
sious of thie question. One party Claims that 
a green back currency wil] provea panacea for 
ali our woes, but others say that a cur- 
reucy reform is bout a small part of the 
reformation needed, that ove kind of a

The 
forth coming political struggle on this labor 
question bids fair to be a long and bitter con- 
test, and amid the shifting scemes of the batt e, 
the railroad man occuvying as he does a middle 
vround, wilt often find bistesif exposed to two 
fires; bis position will call for the exercise of judg 
ment and discretion, aided by a tair under- 
standing of the questions at issue. The great 
strike demonstrated to what disastrous results 
a littie indiscretion on the part of railroad men 
may jeai. That the condition of labor will 
improve as the lavorer advances In intelligence 
and culture, isa foregone conclusion, and if it 
be demoustrated that this advancemcut of labor 
requires any Change in the laws or customs of 
the Country. sucu changes or reforms must c me 
as amatter of necessily, and uo power on earth 
cau long deiay them. kvidentiy the time has 
come wheu this labor question must be met—it 
cain no jionger be igpored. The elemeuts around 
us are in a disturved and unsettled coudition 
Whethe this isa period of trans.tion in public 
seutiment remains to be seen. Cnanyes in the 
p litical economy of a people ae the resalts of 
the siow and almost imperceptible growth of 
certain governivug principles 

New pri ciples when thus formed,are it is true 
sOuwelimes established by Viviatiou. as in the 
Case Of our owl goVeruipent. Bul we trust, at 
least, that the time will never.sayvain Come, wheu 
it will be necessary for the peopie of this coun 
iry to resort to such means to establish any 
ueeded reform. Our constitution provides a 
peaceful solu ion for ali these vexed que tions 
The curtain bas not yet risen upon tue forth- 
coming political contest between capital and 
lunbor, The platform upon which tuis .abor 
movement is destiued to settle down, is vot yet 
formed. The whole question is at the present 
time unsettled, vague and visionary The 
et! tte of imbor have thus far been 
little more than aim!eas wi ithings, 
strikes in the dark, as liable w hit friend us fue. 
When refurms are brought forward that are 
clearly vecessary, wholesome aud practical, they 
will quietly be iue rporated and take their 
places «mong the laws and customs of the coun- 
try Meanwhile these riotous demonstrations 
are no help to auy good canse. Strikes always 
have and always will prove boomerangs return- 
ing tO strike the striker. Let us then avoid 
hasty, injudicious action. Our employmeut by 
railroad companies is in the form of a contract, 
that we will work for the inter. st of our respec- 
tive companies. aud we canuot honorably re- 
tain our positions unless we have the ‘ncerests of 
our respective roads at heart. Occupyiug the 
position we do it beaooves us to study well the 
questions which underlie thes. agitations. Rail- 
road men must l-ara to look before they leap. 
It will pay us to think twice be.ore embracing 
any of these uew doctrines. 


President Waters then spoke as follows: 

PK. SiDENT WATERS’ ADDRESS 
Br ither Conductors; 1.m pleased to see so 
Maoy famuiar faces once agaiu, and alse some 
new oues, gathered together to promote that 
most Christian virtue, charity; for charity is the 
foundation of var association, and it is given to 
us Of God to heip one another.

Heavenly Father we hope to continue the good 
work. There is joy im the tl.ought that the 
widow's tears have becn turned from sadness tu 
one of comfort to Know that she und her darling 
children have been provided for by her thought 
ful and kind bhusbaud in tae days of his 
strength and prosap: rity 
I will relate a circumstance that has come di- 
rectiy under my observatio: A cob: iuctor of a 
railroad running pear or into New York, who 
Was 8iCk Many months aud bis xssessments 
were kept up by his brother condu‘tos, and 
when he died he left a widow with four 
culldien, and a mortgage on his house 
aud lot for one thousand dollars. This asso- 
ciation pail that widow $1,574, the 
price of the mortgage oo the place, 
— some other bi.ls, and had a few dollars 
er. 
And as we look around us and see the misery 
and bear the cries of distress that come upto us 
from Outof the depths of sin, weshouid feel like 
Dbuccliug on the armor aud find a double 
sirevgth t> fight the battle of life, that we may 
not vuly leave behiud us a small legacy w our 
loviug w'ves aud happy children, but a good 
name, thatin years to Come, our children may 
point to their tather’s name with pride, and be 
able to say: “My father, who is now gone, wasa 
Man amongs. men, aud ap orname tto the so 
cietyin which he moved;’’ aud the widowed 
wife and motber with the sileut tears rolliag 
down her cheek re-echoes the sentiment from 
her heart. 
W. aresaid to butid our monument while w» 
live, aud what greater or more lasting monu- 
meat cad we leave thau this legacy, aid ayvood 
lame to be remembered aud revered by all’ 
hen let us be true to ourselves aud we will 
be true to our families, and this is one of the 
richest marks Of love and kinduess of the hu- 
mau heart; and when we cou'emp ate its aims, 
its benefits, and its bleseiugs, the welfare of our 
families is assurei. If we cherish the virtues 
nnd the piiuciples of our fathers, heaven will 
assist us to carry on the work thus happily 
Deyun.

Cintion has proved to be the cheupest 
aud the best manner of insurance and pays the 
largest amount of money on your investment, 
for the money goes directly to the persous for 
whom it is intended, We buiid no palatial 
offices or pay large salar es, therefore, Our ex- 
penses are very lizht Your president aud yuur 
executive committee are of your owa number, 
and can be changed at any regular meeting. 
They also work without pay, and | can assure 
you that they earn ali they get. My work for 
Lhis association the past year bus been a labor 
of love, but it has taken much time and 
thought You have heard from me directly or 
indirectly many times. I have studied the in- 
terest aud the good of the association, and one 
of my studies has been how to best serve the 
welfare of our society and maintain it to the 
end. J have said to you in One of my circulars 
that prompt payinents wasthe key (lo sucvess 
And | now vay that the manu who puls down the 
hard mouey upon the tabie of the widow is per 
forming a religious rite. It is hard fora woman 
to be left in the world penniless aud alone 
She struggles on for awhlie, but one dav surely 
comes the angel of death, and they fight a great 
fignt between the breadless bread tray, and the 
fireless frepiace. 
I find that the expense account is the skeleton 
in the eleset, aid I have thought of many ways 
tomeetit but havefound none more effic.ent 
than toe foliowiug amendments that ' wish to 
ofter for yourapproval. It bas been found by 
experience that the sum of ten ceuts can be 
made to cover all expenses, and it can be col- 
lected without much trouble. Article 2iofthe 
revised by-laws shal) read as follows: 
‘Upon the death .f a member eaeh surviving 
member shall be assessed one dollar and ten 
cents, provided that such assessment may be 
omitted at any time when the sum inv the treas- 
ury sba]) am punt io three ‘imes as mauy dollars 
as there are members of the association ”’ 
We now come to dividends. 
“That whenever the treasury shall showa 
balance on hand of an amount equal to three 
times the number of members in the ass#ocia- 
tion the claim shali be paid from the fund, and 
the assesement passed and the fund then re- 
ima ning in the treasury shall goto paying the 
expense account, and uo assessment will be 
needed for expeuses.’’ 
I believe this to be the most practical way to 
aweud the articie and obtain the amount of the 
expenses at the time of the collection of the 
assessments and I suggest it in the interest of 
the insured. 
Our nubile association has done and is doing a 
glorious woik. The sorrow of the widow aud 
orphau is relieved of much of its anguish wuen 
throug! the foresight and iove of their depar eJ 
protector, this association is enabled to extend 
its substantial aid. 
In sowe cases immediate destitution oas been 
averted, in others impending poverty banished. 
Could those conductors who are not members of 
the association and have made no provisions for 
their jamilies but witwess what it falls to the lot 
of your treasurer to see, they would surely join 
our association, not through charity, but froma 
sense of duty totheirown. And pn conclusion, 
let us be plain, be frugal, be honest, be charita- 
ble aud be savirg; nnd the end taereof shali 
show that a person of good circumstances if 
not of richer.

In the senate, Mr. Chaffee, of Colo- 
rado, submitted a resolution to amend 
rule 47 of the senate so as to provide 
for a standing committee on banking 
and currency, to consist of seven sena- 
tors.

THE DEBT OF SAVANNAH. 


Mr. John B. Manning, of New York, 
one of the committee of the holders of 
Sa@¥annah’s bends, has written a letter 
- the Financial Chronicle in which he 
discu the debt of that city and 
makes “wome important suggestions. 
On the 31st of last May, the direct debt 
of all sorts, including overdue interest, 
was then $3,798,346, bearing 7 per cent 
perannum, and therefore calling for 
$265,884 per year to pay interest. The 
city Lolds available assets against its 
debt worth probably about $1,500,000. 
With the closest economy, the city ex~ 
penses are placed at $180,000 per year, 
making the total charge per year about 
$445,000 to pay the city’s running ex- 
penses and full interest on the debt, 
It is obvious that the income of the 
year 1876, when the yellow fever raged 
from the 2lst of August to the 14th of 
November, cannot be taken as a crite- 
rion of what the regular income of the 
city should be, but Mr. Manning says 
that even in that year the receipts were 
$440,841; in three preceding years the

If the annual income under 
the highest rate of taxation that can 
reasonably be imposed, falls somewhat 
short of paying all annual charges, it is 
tauch better to propose a temporary re- 
duction in the interest charge than to 
force a “scaling” ofthe face value of 
obligations. 3. It is not fair to include 
in an estimate of current charges the 
principal of bonds and totes falling 
due, as these can be renewed with oth- 
ers ata lower rate of interest, if the city 
credit be fully maintained. 

The Morning News, commenting 
upon the statements and suggestions 
embodied in the letter which we have 
briefly svnopsized, asserts upon the 
authority of a, entleman who has made 
the finances of Savannah the subject of 
close and careful study, that it is not 
the intention of the city toask that 
the face of her bonds be scaled one 
cent. She proposes, when her repre- 
sentatives meet the bondholders in 
conference, which will be within the 
course of a few weeks, to make a plain, 
honest statement of facts regarding the 
utmost income which can be raised by 
the city from all sources, and then re- 
quest that an arrangemeut be effected 
by which Savannah may mvet her in- 
terest regularly, and finally pay off her 
debt dollar for dollar. We agree with 
the News that no proposition could be 
tairer thao this.

A telegram from Bismarck tothe New 
York Herald states that General How- 
ard with his staff arrived at that place 
on the 22d inst., on his way to Chicago

Sturgis, commanding the seventh cav 

aly, also arrived at Fort Lincoln the 
same day. He was a‘compunied by |‘ 
Captain Maylew, Captain Godirey, 
Lieutenant Hare and Lieutenant Gar- 
lington, adjutant of his regiment. The 
two former were wounded at the fight 
with Chief Joseph when he was cap- 
tured, The seventh cavalry (Custer’s 
old regiment) it appears, had acted an 
important part in bringing this cam-~ 
paign toa close, and has as heretofore 
suffered severely. On the 14th of Sep- 
tember last, General Sturgis struck Jo- 
seph and his band near the Yellow- 
stone river after an unprecedented 
march, and fought the Indians all day, 
killing seventy-six warriors, wounding 
a large number and capturing about »ne 
thousand ponies. His loss was very 
small, not amounting to more than 
twelve or fifteen killed and wounded. 
Being without rations and his men on 
the point of starvation, his pursuit was 
delayed, but continued under the 
most disadvantageous circumstances. 
He had with him only a part of his 
regiment, six companies. General 
Miles, who was not in the pursuit, 
moved in echellon from his base of op 

erations, and headed of Joseph in a 
crippled condition near Bear Paw moun- 
tain, and surrounded him on the 3d 
inst. with six companies of cavalry,three 
of the seventh and three of the second 
cavalry, and five companies of the fifth 
infantry. Inthe fight which ensued, 
Miles lost in killed and wounded 67 of- 
ficers and men, The charge was made 
by the three companies of the 7th 
cavalry, supported by a portion of the 
infantry, In the charge, Captain Hale 
and Lieutenant Biddle fell mortally 
wounded, and Captain Maylaw and 
Godfrey were both wounded. The 
casualties were nearly ail in these three 
companies, About forty warriors were 
supposed to bave been killed and 
wounded It was a dearly bought vic- 
tory, but General Miles has the credit 
of the capture of Joseph and his band, 
which by the engagements with How- 
ard, Gibson and Sturgis had been re~ 
duced to one hundred and sixty war- 
riors. Such are the fortunes of war. 
General Miles is a good Indian fighter, 
and a nephew of General Shermaa, 
General Sturgis was within two or three 
days’ march when General Miles struck 
him The captured Indians, accordiag | t 
tothe telegram, are now in charge of |< 
the 7th cavalry, and have been ordered 
by the department to be taken to Fort 
Lincoln.

THE NEW CONSTIIOTION. 


Views of Maj madison Beil on the 
Sapjeet—His Beas.nus for Opposing 
its H4titieation. 

. ATLANBa, Ga., October 24, 1877. 
Hiditors Ceastitution: On the 5th ot 
December mext the voters of Georgia 
are to choose between the present and 
the proposed copsitution. Will the 
state gain on the whole by adopting the 
proposed one? in some points it is 
doubtiess an improvement; in some it 
is not. And the latter out-number 
and out-weigh the former, and hence 
the interest of the state,in my jndg- 
ment, demands its defeat. 1 will give 
some of the reasons. The provision in 
regard to suffrage willin a few years 
take away the ba/lot from a large num- 
ber not only of the negroes but also of 
the poorer whites. To require that a 
man shall pay all histax before vot- 
ing has a plausible look, but when we 
remem ber how easily it is for the rounds 
of the tax receiver and of tne collector 
to be’missed, and how often it may 
happen that men who are careless about 
publie duties in early life change into 
substantial and correct citizens,and yet 
would not have the means or the op- 
portunity to pay the accumulated taxes 
of past years. This rule of disfranchise- 
ment will prove a very harsh one. It is 
probable that in northeast Georgia 
alone five thousand men will 
be disfranchised in tive 
or six years if this proposed constitution 
is adopted, and the same or greater 
ratio. will exist in other parts of the 
state. Fifty thousand men of the votung 
ave as good eitizens as the rest, and yet 
deprived of the citizen’s gracd privilege, 
the ballot, on account 0: their poverty, 
will bea disturbing and dangerous force 
in the body politic. One year’s tax 
has been ali that was required for voting 
from 1798 down to the present time,and 
what was good enough for our patriotic 
fathers ought to be good enough for 
Georgians of 1877., Tue proposed con- 
stitution discriminates against the poor 
in another important right. The pres- 
ent constitution secures a hen to labo 
ers and mechapics. In the new this 
provision is lett out. These classes 
necd the special protection of the law. 
They are often poor and need immedi- 
ate pay for their work, but the framers 
of ths proposed constitution have 
deemed the poor laboring men of the 
state, white and black, unworthy of 
special regard, aud in +o doing I think 
they have forgotten the justice of man 
and the justice of heaven! Certainly 
mechanics ad laborers of every class 
ought to vote against ratification to 
protect their own interests. The gen- 
eral assembly may never do it by 
statutory provisions, and, if it should,it 
could be repealed by any subsequent 
legislature. ‘ 

Again, the present constitution makes 
taxes uniform on all species of proper 
ty ; the proposed constitution makes it 
untform only on property of the same 
class. ‘This will lead to contests in the 
legislature, for the purpose of throwing 
off burdens from one species or class of 
property on to another; farmers will be 
arraigned against merchants and me- 
chanics; bond and stockholders against 
landholders, and the result will be an 
unjust discrimination against some in- 
terest, or a settling down upon the 
present and only just rule after a great 
dea! of useless strife and bitterness. A 
constitution that anthorizes a legisla- 
ture to tax tive hundred dollars’ worth 
of land or mercharndise at a higher rate 
than the same amount invested in 


fastened upon the people. The elec: 
tion of judges ty the legislature will be 
a change for the worse. The state gave 
that mode a Jong trial and then aban- 
doned it Legislative elections are 
often influenced by tricky and bar- 
zaining, What will the members of 
the southern part of tne sta’e know 
about the candidate for judge of the 
western circuit? and the members 
from the mountain counties know 
about the fitness of the applicant for 
judgeship in the wire-grats region ? 
Of the three modes proposed for the 
election of the judyes theone adopted 
bs Lhe proposed constitution is certainly 
the most objectionable The new con- 
stitution bas less liberal provision for 
commoa schools than the present one. 
Unless Georgia is willing tu be behind 
her sister states, she must educate her 
people - not merely a few of the fortu 

nete, but the common masses also. 
Other states will educate theirs, and 
unlesa we educate ours as weli, they 
will distance us in the march of im. 
provement and prosperity. To educate 
the people and to diversity our pursuits 
with more of manufactories are great 
needs of our peop.e, and these impor- 
tant interests, including the agricultur- 
al, should receive the fostering care of 
the state. The boasted economy of the 
proposed system: is a delusion. Wecan 
have as cheap a government under the 
present as under the new constitution, 
the per diem of members as low, the 
salaries of otlicers as cheap; and if they 
bave been too high in the past the 
legislators and not the present consti~x 
tution are to blame. As for biennial 
sessions the state tried them fourteen 
years, I believe from 1843 to 1857, and 
was fain to get back to aunual sessions 

The increase of subjects of legislation 
in two years caused the sessions to be 
protracted, aud the last session under 
the biennial system—that of 1855-6— 
began in November and lasted till 
March, and we have no reason to ex pect 
anything different now. The new con- 
stitution will be very diflieult to change. 
It seems that the framers had 
gn apprehension that their work 
would be unsatisfactory after trial! 
and yet meant to bind it down 
upon the people and provided that an- 
other convention cannot be called 
but by a two-third vote of each 
house. However’ unsa isfactory _ it 
may prove to the ;@ople, it 
will be almost imp ssible to ge 
rid of it. The better plan is, to reject 
it at once aad amend the présent con- 
stitution with the good features of the 
proposed one, and thus the state could 
have an organic law of which she 
might verv justly be proud. 

Ata future time I will submit some 
other objec.ions if you will publish 
them.

Washington National Republica: 
It was not intended that the proceed- 
ings of the meeting of republican mit m- 
bers of congress, held at Secretary Sher- 
man’s residence on Friday evening last, 
should go to the public. It was a con- 
tidential gathering of political friends to 
compare views relating to the situation, 
and no doubt a more free interchange 
of views was indulged than would bave 
been if the gentlemen involved had an~ 
ticipated that there was to be a leak in 
the vessel. What hes reached public 
notice indicates that there was not the 
strictest harmony of view and senti- 
ment on the part of the twenty or so 
republican members of congress who 
composed the gathering. 

As near as can be judged from what 
has leaked out, ne strong disposition 
was manifested to antagonize the presi- 
dent’s southern policy,as it is a foregone 
conclusion with which there is no use 
of wrestling. The indications are that 
if these representatives had been ad- 
vised with on the supject before the 
president took action not more than 
two or three would have sanctioned 
the movement. but as it has trans- 
pired, and its conrequences cannot be 
averted by any action now taken; the 
question is now passed by as a sort ol 
family faux pas, which bvings little be- 
sides mor.ification in its conteaplatior. 

On the subject of civil service reform 
those present appear to have more out- 
spoken. That guestion not only re-~ 
lates tothe pasi and present, but to 
the future policy of the administration, 
aud hence, with very few exceptions, 
the expressions so far as made* were 
those of condemuation. It is evident 
that the present grief of republican 
members of congress is over the civil 
service question, thongh Mr Frye, of 
Maine, declared that there is really 
nothing in the president’s civil service 
reform. Mr. Cannon, of Lilinois, stated 
that there is a general feeling among 
the republicans of his state that the 
president has not properly cared for 
those to whom he owes his selection. 
Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, intimated 
that the republicans o/ his sia eare 
not cordial toward the president. Mr. 
Conger, of Michigan, ex pressed 
the opinion that at least nine~ 
tenths of the Michigai republi- 
cans dissent totally from the presi- 
dent’s civii service order. M;:. Cox, of 
Ohio, approves the president’s policies 
with gushing effection and wiihout re- 
serve, while Messrs. Foster and Gar- 
field were patient listeners to the run- 
hing commentaries of their fellow mem- 
bers. With them silence is gold. 

We do not see what good can come 
of this interview and its utterances, 
The president and his pecutiar suppor- 
ters in his present attitude toward 
the party that elected him have no 
doubt assumed the ground now occu- 
pied by them with deliberation. How 
far (hey are to proceed in the direction 
they have taken no one outside of 
their confidence cau possibly foresee. 
One thing, however, is made very clear 

—while the president is now a unit, 
the party that elected him is not.

The Selma Times gives the following 
interesting information in regard to the 
domestic economy of the negroes. 

lt has often been a matter of wonder 
to many people how so many idle ne- 
groes subsist about this city. 

We have an old negro man who visits 
our premises once a week and performs 
a small job for which we pay hima 
quarter. We had the curiosity to in- 
terview him the other day as to his fi- 
nances and subsistence. 

“How are you getting on 
Aleck ?” said we. 

“Ah, thank God, I make out to get 
‘null to eat,” said Aieck. “Sum days 
[ makes a quar'er, sum days more or 
less, an’ sum days nuffin. but indurin’ 
the week | gets nuff to buy ’visions fer 
me und de ole ’omun ”’ 

“Well, uncle Aleck, how much pro 
visions do yeu buy, tell me exactly. 
want to mikea calculation ?”

Washing, cooking 
and nursing babies support a large por- 
tion of the negro population of Selma. 
This cheap living makes the cheapest 
labor in the United States, but not the 
best citizenship.

The steamer Claribel, which arrived 
yesterday from kingston, Jamaica, 
bearing dates up to the 4.h instant, 
brings intelligence of doings by a free 
and independent American that is ex- 
pected to lead to a correspondence be~ 
tween our government and that of Great 
Britain. 

It appears that some time ayo the 
Morant Keys, situated a few miles off 
Morant Bay, and to the eastward of 
Kingston, Jamaica,*were leased by the 
yovernment of Jamaica to one Uter, of 
Kingston, for the purpose of fishing, 
turtling, ete. Uter reached the Keys 
with a schooner and full complement of 
men to pursue the business for which 
he had ieased the Keys early in the 
month of August, and remained there 
until the middle of Sepcember in pur- 
suit of his business. 

On the 18ih of September a schooner 
named the Eva, hailing from Norfolk, 
Virginia, and flying the American flag, 
arrived at the Keys, landed a crew, 
erecte i ahut, above which they put up 
a pole, ran up the stars and stripes, and, 
as they said, “‘ took possession ” of the 
Keys in the name of the U nited States, 
cialming, according to Uter, to be 
authorized so to do by the government 
at Washington. 

Uter, the lessee under the British 
government, protested without avail. 
He and his men at once left for Kings~ 
ton and laid the matter before the prop. 
er authorities, by whom he was fully 
sustained in his protest. 

The question, it is believed in Kings- 
ton, will be a matter of inquiry by 
Lord Carnarvon, secretary of state for 
tne colonies, of the state department 
at Washington.
